Advisor to League of Na- 


tions Declares French 
Course in Germany 
Menaces Civilization

STOCKHOLM (Sweden) Nov. 29. 
Civilization is crumbling in Cen- 
tral Europe and 20,000,000 Ger- 
mans must elther emigrate or 
starve this winter if they do not 
receive outside help. 

This is the verdict of Prof. Gus- 
tav Cassel of Stockhoim Univer- 
sity, financial advisor to the League 
of Natiors and generally recognised 
as Kurope’s greatest economist. 

I went to Prof. Cassel to ask 
him what solution he could offer 
to the present deadlock between 
France and Germany with its men- 
ace of a new war which, he has 
repeatedly warted Europe, would 
mean the end of western civiliga- 
tion. He remained gsiient for a 
few moments when 1 put my ques- 
tlen up to him and finally an- 
swered with deliberation and 
grivity which indicated he was 
carefully weighing his words: 

“If France continues to press 
her demands upon Germany,” he 
sald, “twenty millions ef Germans 
must migrate or die of starvation. 
ard civilization in Central Europe 
will subsequently crumble. 


WARNED BALDWIN 

“I willl tell you what I told 
Lioyd George and Mr. Brldwin 
when I was i, England last sum- 
mer. Lioyd George invited me to 
breakfast one morning and asked

SLAYING WIFE 


Milwaukee Man Jailed on 
Murder Charge | 


Aided Officers in Vinding 
Headless Body 


Formerly Held Paranoiac by 
Physicians

MILWAUKEE, Dec. 8.-—E. Ray 
Tompkins, Whitefish Bay real ecse- 
tate man, who was for twelve years 
a member of the faculty of the 
Milwaukee Normal School, was itn 
the County Jail tonight, formally 


charged with first degree mur- 
der in connection with the death 
of his wife. 


It was his second night in jail, 
last night having Deen spent in 
confinement, while he was plied 
with questions regarding the 
whereabouts of his wife, who dis- 
appeared Thurstlay after sending 
their two children, Dorothy, 10 
years of age, and Robert, 7, to 
school in the morning. 

Shortly after 9 «a. m. today, 
Tompkins accompanied county of- 
ficials to a wooded gien known as 


“Lion’s Den,” near Douglas Bay, ; 


eleven miles from Milwaukee, 
where the nude and headless body 


of a woman, later identified as his, 


wife, was found. 

. Aiding the -Sheriff's men in un- 
covering the body, which was cov- 
ered by leaves and stones in 4 
well-hidden spot, Tompkins turned 
to Sheriff Phii Westphal and said 
in a choking voice, “who could 
have done this thing, find the 
guilty one.” 


Three hours later, according to. 


an announcement by County At- 
torney George A. Schaughnessy, 
Tompkins confessed to strangling 
his wife into unconsciousness and 
placing her in a bath tub, where 
he removed her head under a tap 
of running water. 

Details leading up to the slay- 
ing of the woman, according to the 
County Attorney, date back to 
about three years ago, when an 
apertment house which Tompkins 
owned, was under construction. 

He suffered a breakdown and 
was taken by his wife to his home 
in Bloomington, l))., and later vis- 
ited his wife's parents at Clinton, 
Ind. While there he showed in- 
dications of mental disorder and 
returning here, was placed under 
the observation of Dr. F. C. Stud- 
ley who declared him a paranoiac

A. The heavy demand upon the 
highways at the present time is 
due principally to the invention 


~j}and increase of motor vehicle traf- 


fic, and to the use of highways by 
heavy motor traffic without a cor- 
responding contribution of either 
cost or maintenance. Common car- 
rier motor vehicles using publicly 
constructed highways, an com- 
mon carrier rajlroads—both steam 
and electric——using corporately 
owned, constructed or maintained 
rights of way—botlr competing for 
similar business—would ®em to 
give to the former advantages not 
obtained by the latter. This is one 
cause of “the heavy demand up- 
on the highways” at present. The 
questions involved in the rates 
charged by the railroads are so 
complicated that no single cause 
can be assigned for determining 
on an increase or lowering of those 
rates. This is only one factor in 
the great question that the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission will 
determine under Federal legisia- 
tion.

Fifty-one thousand “flappers” 
passed through American jails, pri- 
sons and detention homes in 1919. 

Immorality was the charge 
against the vast of these, 
ee larceny ranks a close sec- 


murder and arsoh to violating the 
syndicalism ,laws, but it is only 
just to state that the majority 
were either in the twenty-three 
State institutions for delinquent 
girls or merely served terms in city 
and county jails for vagrancy, im 
moral conduct or some other mis- 
demeanor. 

According to data compiled by 
the American Prison Association 
at least 25,000 of these girls and 
women were mental defectives. 

The female prisoner nine times 
out of ten oweg her predicament 
to a vicious home environment 
and to bad associates, as well as to 
mental deficiency. Girls who run 
away from home, youngsters who 
are brought up in an atmosphere 
of depravity and filth, school girls 
whose weak parents permit them

Investors Should Get First Hand Advice; Business 
News Constructive; Normal Profits; Review 


Investment opinions advanced by 
laymen, even by financial writers 
theoretically in touch with the 
market situation, dre subject to too 
many considerations outside of the 
ordinary purview of hurried as- 
sembly of news. 

The investor, especially the in- 
experienced investor should make 
every effort to acquire his infor- 
mation at the fountain head and 
not trust too much the opinion, 


no matter how well grounded, of 
the more or less casual observer. 

Investment houses and the bond 
departments of banks publish cir- 
culars descriptive of the seécuri- 
ties they have for sale, and main- 
tain a staff of experts, whose bus- 
iness it is to know their offerings 
and to intelligently advise their 
customers according to the require- 
ments of each individual case as 
it may be unfolded to them. 

Through these circulars and 
such expert advice a composite of 
the opinions of the authorities on 
the subjett is made available. For 
example, the prospectus of a new 
public utili bond will include a 
description of the company’s pow- 
er generating stations and other 
properties; it will display an in- 
come statement and other figures 
and will discuss the territory in 
which the company operates. 

This brings in the services of 
an engineer in respect to -proper- 
ties, an accountant in conection 
with the income statement, a pub- 
lic utility operating man in regard 
to the possibilities of the terri- 
tory, a lawyer who determines the 
validity of the entire transaction, 
and an investment banker familiar 
‘with current and probable future 
i market conditions. All for the pur- 
pose of showing that the cor- 
poration owns properties worth 
more than the principal of the 
bonds, has income sufficient to pay 
interest on them, and that fits busi 
ness may be expected to be at 
least as good in the future as it 
has been in the past. 

Uniess an-adviser can qualify 
in these professions, and wuniess 
he has studied the reports of 
those who made them, his advice 
in regard to the merit of the se- 
ecurities under discussion is not 
worth much. 

Consequently people who want to 
invest intelligently and with mini- 
mum risk will accomplish better 
in the long run through a com- 
|petent investment banker, who is 
acting on the knowledge of the 
‘Tesults of qualified investigation 
‘and whom they know, or can reach, 
ghrough proper introduction, than 
;they can through following the 
(suggestions of writers and others 
they have never met. 

BUSINESS COMMENT 

Domestic tiews is constructive. 
December reviews indicate improv- 
ing conditions. Business appears to 
be getting better as the year 
wanes. Large orders are promised 
leading industries in the near fu- 
ture; 1924 is painted as the prob- 
‘able biggest dividend year in our 
history. 

A study of trade reports and 
statistics results in a picture not 
quite so brilliant.

Normal profits is a phrase that 
has been thrust into our common 
business speech by the income tax, 
but a well-considered editorial in 
Drug and Chemical Markets takes 
exception to the law's definition of 
15 per cent.

The figures for the present crop 
season are so much in accord with 
the averages for the three 
year periods mentioned, except the 
naturally abnormal! exports of war 
years, that confirmation of their 
accuracy is given. There is even 
confirmation of the view that this 
season has been normal in all re- 
spects except that of the price re- 
ceived by the farmers. The price 
of corn, however, seems to have 
been high enough to make up for 
this loss and the high prices of 
cotton will shoot tp the returns 
from all agricultural endeavor. 
Average prices raised by cotton 


will not help the wheat farmers, 


but if it ie an average year with 
average domestic consumption and 
average export demand someone 
may the Capper-Tincher 
Act as the ono new and disturbing 
factor when price is the one un- 
satis*‘actory point.

I, myself, thought he had, 
but it seems that angther writer 
on art thought differdntly in some 
comments on the beautiful land- 
scape Laeuritz recently showed in 
the exhibition of the California 
Art Club—one of the best pictures 
in the show. by the way, and un- 
doubtedly one of the best that 
have — from his pliant brush. 
It's rather @ pity that this no- 
table landscape does not form 
ohe of the fourteen that Lauritz 
is mow exhibiting at the Cannell- 
Chaffin galleries. But it was not 
to be had, even for the begging. | 
as the entire show of the Califor- | 
nia Art Club was promised for 
San Diego and is even now h - 
ing there. But there are plenty 
of other good landscapes from the 
Lauritz brush in the artist's one- 
man show, and a few that almost 
reach the standard of the tour de 
force mentioned. 

For Lauritz is a thoroughly wide- 
awake painter, an artist in love 
with nature, whose exquisitely elu- 
sive aspects of form, color and’ 
light he studies early and late, and 
who never paints a really bad pic- 
ture. though very occasionally he 
gives us a mediocre one. But there | 
jare no “middilings,” no culls, in 
the present show, for Lauritz is a) 
severe critic of his own work, 
and when his critical faculty weak- ' 
ens, his wife steps in with her can- 
did opinion—not invariably flatter-. 
ing. Thus this artist is kept in a 
state of becoming modesty. And 
thus he develops rapidly into a re- 
markably good painter. 

Of course he not without 
faults, a few of which are suffi- 
ciently glaring, but these are due, 
I think, to an overfacility in tech- 
nique. He breathes paint, so to 
speak and if, he ever struggles for 
expression—gaseps for air, s0 to 
speak—his finished canvasses never 
bear any signs of the turmo!) | 
within. One of his chief faults. 
a late development, consists of lit-. 
tle dark spots put down for ac- 
cent, though they do not exist in 
nature and have no business in art. 
These are agitating to the behold- 
er, and suggest nothing but paint 
—they lower the quality of the 
work in which they are embedded. 
The spots have become a mania 
with Laurits, he must cut ‘em out. 
Then, too, he sometimes, in his 
excess of emotion, in his attempt 
to express “poetic feeling’ atten- 
vates trees, making therg wek 


almoet like vapor against the sky, 
or*like small clouds. 

But if Lauritzs’s color is some-. 
times “off” in his striving for ef- 
fects of light, for the high key of 
nature, his values seldom are, and 
he limns elusive distances with ex- 
quigite fidelity and beauty. He is 
a poet of atmospheric nuances, 
and ¥e will become a finer poet 
whe. he learns to depict trver fore- 
grounds, for then he will bring his 
delicate distances into the relief!

| Sugar Planters’ association, to dis- 


cover and apply the method along 
commercial lines. It was four years 
ago that he was called to Hilo by 
the Olea Plantation Company to 
investigate and find some means of 
protecting the sugar cane upon its 
lantation from being smothered 
y weeds. The fact that the rain- 
fall in the plantation district av- 
erexkes more than 100 inehes a 
year caused such 4 rank growth of 
weeds that thé labor cost was more 
than the industry could well stand, 
Mr. Eckhart coneeived the idea of 
laying strips of paper upen the 
rows Immediately after the cane 
was planted. he original tests 
proved so successful that the com- 
pany built a paper mill, using ba- 
gasee, or refuse from its sugar 
mill, for the paper pulp. Having 
a vision of the possibilities of ap- 
plying the discovery to growing 
Other crops as well as cane, Mr. 
BEchlhart took out patents which 
cover every phase of the method, 
even to the use of any and all 
kinds of paper as mutlehing fer 


growing plants. These patents are | 


twenty-five in number. 

Rainfall nditions on the Ha- 
waiian Isla are extraordinary, 
it ia pointed out. While in some 
localities the annual precipitation 
may be in execéss of 100 inehes, 
only &@ few miles away on the same 
island it may be less than twenty 
inches, and even as low as two 
inches. The use of mulching paper 
in the heavy rainfall district ts 
primarily to keep down the weeds, 
but as a general proposition the 
paper is ideally adapted to growing 
crops upon semiarid lands. It is 
for this reason that it is bringing 
such marked benefits te the pine- 


apple industry, it is exlipained. 
Pineapple plants cannot stand 
much rainfall. In the Hawaiian 


Islands they aré grown most suc- 
cessfully upey areas where the 
annual precipitation ranges from 
seventeen to tweg§y-two inches. 

Due to the texture of the planta, 
they require’a different grade of 
mulching paper fiom that used for 
sugar cane. The @ahe paper need 
last only about ten to twelve 
months, as by that time the cane 
will have attained a growth and 
expansion of leaves that shades 
between the rows and keeps down 
the weeds. One planting of pine- 
apples lives for six to seven years, 
producing three crops of fruit dur- 
ing that eyele. It is necessary that 
the muiching paper shall last 
throughout the life of the plants. 
For thie feasonh a paper that tis 
heavily impregnated with asphalt 
and ie practically waterproof is 
laid upon the pineapple rows. 

The young cane shoots perforate 
the paper of their own accord, but 
in the case of pineapples holes are 
punched in the paper 

It i@ lald either by hand or by a 
machine which has just been in- 
vented for that purpose. This ma- 
ehine throwe dirt upon the two 
edges of the paper, thereby pre- 
venting it from being blown off 
by the high winds which sweep 
over theee islands at certain times 
of the year. Its use is said to be 
another bie item in saving labor 
coet. Each paper strip of thirty- 
#ix-inch width covers a double row 
of pineapple plants twenty-four 
inches apart. The space between 
the double rows is 4 feet 6 
inches.

In 
reality she is the “personal friend” 
of the 700,000 teachers of the 
United States whe have the re- 
sponsibility of the mind-building of 
our 22,500,000 school children. 

“What I am most proud of,” 
said Miss Léighton, “is that the 
little teacher in the isolated moun- 
tains of Kentucky, ofr anywhere 
elee for that matter, can tow get 
what she could not get if she went 
to a normal school or university— 
namely personal assistance in how 
to go about home development in 
the teaching of government and 
economies. When one realises that 
150,000 American teachers have 
never gone above the eighth grade 
themselves one can grasp the im- 
portance of the assists that are 
given on request. 

“Many teachers naturally will 
not reveal their deficiencies to their 
supervisor, knowing that it might 
stand in the way of promotion. 
But they will write te someone 
they can trust who has been éver 
the ground and can outline what 
is progressive and worth while, 
saving them years of vain éffort. 
Often I have been able to make « 
contact fer them with valuable 
sources of information néarer at 
hand than my office.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8. —A great 
popular awakening to the signific- 
a@nce of education has taken place 
fn the Iast ten vears, and a desire 
has been mant'ested in many quar- 
ters to know definitely the objec- 
tives of public education and to 
find out just how effectively our 
schools are organized and equipped 
for the attainment of these objec- 
tives. says John J. Tigert, United 
States Commissioner of Education, 
in his Annual Report for the fiscal 
year ending June 36, 1923. which 
Was made public today. To satis- 
fy thie demand scientific inquiry 
into school conditions is necessary, 
~ and thie study ts the duty of the 
United States Bureau of Education 
which is required by law to col- 
lect information about education 
in the United States and in foreign 
countries and to disseminate this 
information to promote the cause 
of education throughout the coun- 
try 

The bureay is primerily an agen- 
cy for service to educators and to 
the general public, says the Com- 
missioner; and most of its work in

ities in the various States, though 
some of it has been done on its own 
imitiative to obtain needed informa- 
tion and to keep abreast of edu- 
cational developments. Of all 
branches of field work, education-

PHOENIX, Dec. 8.—Arizona's 

Noeense plates for 1924 have 

shipped from Portland, Or. 
The new issue will be dark blue in 
color, with the lettering in white 
and the year figures more promi- 
nently displayed than’ heretofore. 
On the containing envelope of each 
pair of plates will be printed much 
info tion of value to the auto- 
mobi owner, including Illustra. 
tion of traffic signals. 

This first batch of plates is ex- 
pected to hardly last a half year, 
for 1923.issues now are approxi- 
mating 60.000, this a gain of 
about 25 per cent on 1922, when 
the total registration was 
034 cars. Maricopa county, includ- 
ing Phoenix, has taken 16,944 
licenses in the first ten months of 
the current year.

You'd simply be amazed 
iif I told you how many hundreds 
of thousands of these wreaths get 
sent back East and Middle West, 
to* be taken out fo graves or hung 
as memorials, and how many of 
the round bouquets go to folks 
back home. especially in places 
where there are long, cold winters 
and flowers are expensive. 


AS MUFF-BOUQUETS 

People buy the smaller ones to 
be used for muff-bouquets ar coat 
bunches, and sometimes they want 
dozens of little bunches made up 
and sent off for table favors or par- 
ty flowers. 

We have other kinds of wreaths 
and bunches on that order. wreaths 
of cypress and pine cones, burrs or 
pods which are left natural or sil- 
vered or tinted. For several years 
| there has been quite a fashion for 
lotus or lily or eucalyptus sprays 
and lepves, painted or gilded, and 
sold for use in baskets or vases 
where they won't be handled. 

if I were strong on statistics like 
some folks I know, I'd tell you how 
|many miles of carnations, laid end 
,to end, are sold in Los Angeles 
levery day; they'd make a sizable 
strip. My bow figured last year that 
more than 50,000 of those spicy 
blostoms went out of the ground 
into vases here last year and good- 
ness knows how many hundreds 
of thousands sweet peas and roses. 
Those are the beat ve llers—w hy ? 
I think because they're the flowers 
of youth—-eweet peas are-—and 
roses the flower of love: and car- 
/nations, well they stand up well, 
besides being so darn cheerful. 
| VIOLETS NOT SO STRONG 

Yes, | know the poet says vio- 
lets are the little modest tokens 
of love.

peas. Sometimes I get a senti- 
mental one who sticks to violets. 
say, but they are few and far be- 
tween—such youths, I mean. Vio- 
lets too are not with us the year 
round like the others I've named. 

Take roses, now: we sell thou- 
sands and thousands of butterfly 
roses now-——have for the past two 
years. You knaw ‘em, maybe— 
those creamy pinky ones. Los An- 
geles rose is a good seller. too 
and Ophelia—but 4s a rule, moet 
people ask for roses by color. It's a 
dozen of those big: red roses or 
a basket of those pale pink ones, 
with them.

FUNERAL FLOWERS 


Funny how people order flowers. 
You can almost always tell what 
| the occasion is. If k's a funeral, 
| they do it as a matter of duty, and 
‘it's usually some busybody who 
tends to it. sot the ones deepest 
grieved, so it's a business matter. 

No, we don't put up white flow- 
ers for funerals any more—not 
even for children’s wreaths. Theirs 
are pale blue. Mostly we'send out 
bright ones, often the purple and 
lavender predominat* They want 
big bows on them, tov. 

My sakes, the tulle and chiffon! 
/That comes from France, know 
ithat? Tatk about miles and miles 
—there are about forty yards to a 
|bolt, almost. And there's every 
|color of the rainbow. They get it 
by the carload from the East. The 
wholesalers—and we get it from 
| them. There are wide and piain 
and narrow and fancy kinds of 
tulle and pins for corsage bouquets.

doilies to put around bunches, and 
all kinda of tissue and glazed paper 
and tinfoil, and then boxes of all 
sizes and shapes. 

BASKETS FROM EAST 

Yes, and baskets—they are all 
made in the East—isn'tsthat queer? 
Seems as though we could sup- 
ply ‘em here. Some day, may- 
be. There are fashions in baskets, 
of course, but there are old stand- 
bya, too-—tall ones, long-handled 
ones, flat ones, those with zine 
linings, those of frosted 
gilded ones, 
ones, for hotels 
restaurants, and dozens of other 
kinds. Then, too, there are nov- 
elties that go with the flower busi- 
ness—take the little cradles, 
inatance, into which we tuck posies 
for new babies. 

We keep those tiny Cecile Brun- 
ers and other wee rosebuds for 
new arrivals. Those, and violets, 
and tiny flowers of other sweet 
kinds go out of here every day by 
the score to new mothers. Bome- 
thing kind o° sweet about the cus- 
tom.

missioner. The vat is large enough to dip 
several trays at a time.

sacks used for picking were killed by boil- 
ing for several seconds in hot water. All 
other appliances used in handling nuts were 
disenfected in a similar manner, or, as in 
cases of bins which could not be dipped, 
they were treated with distillate. Electric 
mangles were used to treat packing-house 
sacks. 

In this way thousands of the worms were 
killed in time to prevent hatching another 
brood. The females lay approximately 100 
eggs, so this was the biggest step in the 
whole process. 

The worms that survived this treatment 
or were overlooked started laying eggs 
early in June. This period was closely 
watched by Mr. Kellogg and Prof. Hugh 
Knight of the Citrus Experiment Station in 


THEN THE SPRAY 
Spraying operations were then started. 
There are three weeks in June in which ef- 
fective work can be done, according to Mr. 
Kellogg.

During the reproduction period the 
moths hatch out the worms in the green 
walnut husk and after eating around gen- 
erally enter where two nuts come together.

According to Mr. Kellogg, there are often 
two broods of worms hatched during the 
summer. in Carpinteria, a close check 
was kept om the progress and late in July 
it was found that 20 per cent of the trees 
had to be sprayed again because of the 
second brood. F 

The work was then done until the har- 
vest time, which bas just passed, and now 
the process of boiling the trays is being 
repeated. 

“Pvery district Iv the State will have as 
many codling moths as Carpinteria has if 
steps are not taken to hold them down,” Mr. 
Kellogg says. “In districts not yet infested 
it is simply a matter of delay. Barring 
weather conditions that may hold them 
back, they are bound to be found in every 
walnut section of the State before many 


In support of this contention, Mr. Kel- 
logg points to the Goleta district where be. 
himeelf, owns a walmut orchard. Infesta- 
tion of the codling moth was found there 
for the first time this. year.

ADVANTAGES OF FIRE- 
PROOF FARM FENCES 


BY J. D. LONG 
Engineering Divis 
In most types of constreetion work, the 
question of using fire-resistant materials is 
given great consideration. In California, 
where grain-field fires often occur, every 
harvest season, the idea of using fencing 
materials which are proof against ordinary 
fire ravages is worthy of the attention of 
every farmer who is constructing tew 
fence or who has an old fence which must 
soon be replaced. Wood posts have long 
been the standard for fencing but with 
grain fires so common, many farmers are 
turning their attention to other materials 


One of the chief advantages claimed for 
the use of steel and concrete as posts is 
that they are fire resistant. This insur 
ance, together with the greater length of 
life claimed for them over wooden posts, 
is more than sufficient to offset the greater 
initial cost for both materials. Extremes 
of heat naturally are detrimental to the life 
of either material, but a member of the 
wire-products department of one of the 
large western steel-products companies is 
authority for the statement that a “flash 
fire,” such as most grain-field fires might be 
termed, should have no noticeably injurious 
effects on the galvanizing of either the 
wire or the steel fence posts. Likewisa 
the concrete should show no injurious etf- 
fects from such a fire. Of course, in a 
fence row where the fire is held and—de 
veloped to a greater heat by an accumula- 
tion of weeds, discarded wooden fence posts 
‘and the like, a part of the zinc in the gal 
vanizing is certain to be oxidized or the 
concrete is likely to be cracked and the 
post and wire destroyed, or their life dl- 
minished thereby. 

Other factors, of course, enter into the 
selection of fencing material other than 
its fire-resistant qualities. The initial cost 
of the material, the labor Involved in plac 
ing and the length of life which may rea- 
sonably be expected, are all factors infiu- 
encing selection. In an effort to deter 
mine the relative importance of these fac- 
tors and to compute a cost per year of life 
for the various materials the Division of 
Agricultural Engineering of the University 
Farm, Davis, ise planning an experiment 
ee with various fence materials.

Harry Nelson Garage, Ontario, December 
10 to 15. Instructicn is to be given in gas 
engine repair and overhauling, the major 
part of the work being devoted to the 
actual repairing and adjusting of tractors 
brought in for this purpose. 

Two hours a day are to be devoted to 
lecture demonstrations covering such 
subjects as fuels, carburetor adjusting, 
magneto and ignition troubles, lubrication. 
tractor management, hitches, etc. The 
remaining six hours are devoted to shcp 
work, which is divided into three parts: 
(1) bench repairing, including such work 
as babbitting, scraping of bearings, valve 
grinding, soldering and piston ring fittings, 
(2) adjusting, trouble shooting, and oper. 
tion cf either new tractors or tractors that 
have been overhauled by the students; (3) 
overhauling of used tractors or gas en- 
gines. 

Most of the troubles with tractors arise 
throvgh a lack of familiarity with the ad- 
justing or cperating of the machine on the 
part of the owner or driver, and the pur- 
pose of this school is not to make a trac- 
tor mechanic, but to give as much practice 
in the necessary adjusting and repairing 
jobs as is possible. 

Last year twelve of these schools were 
offered in various parts of the State, witn. 
a total eproliment of close to six hundred 
students.

hermetically sealefi tin cans and cardboard 
cartons. | 
SOME CONCLUSIONS 

The freshly dehydrated product regained 
its original color, flavor and texture very 
quickly on being refreshed in water, thus 
solving the first question of rapid, simple 
and inexpensive dehydration. 

After a stcrage period of five months all 
samples had developed a stale, rancid 
flavor which would prevént their sale. Sul- 
phured samples retained their natural color, 
while all) samples regained their original 
texture in water. 

Since avocados are not favored by the - 
natural, preservative action of the sugar and 
acid, ecmmon to most dried fruits, it is evi- 
dent that the successful preservation of de- 
hydrated avocados depends on finding some 
treatment or container which will effectualy _ 
ly prevent rancidification of the oil. Ran- 
cidification requires a certain amcunt of 
oxygen and since the jars used in packing 
were only partially vacuumized, it is possi- 
ble that packing in a high vacuum may pre- 
vent or greatly retard deterioration. 

Another suggested method consists in 
making the avocados firm by partial dehy-" 
eratidin. followed by canning im a dilute 
brine, with or without the addition of vine- 
gar. The cans would then be hermeticaly 
sealed to exclude air and sterilized by heat. 

The fruit products laboratory is not ut- 
mindful of the problems facing the avecad) 
grower and is desirous of aiding all grow- 
ers to the limite of its resources in solving 
the problems im California hefticulturai 
products. Efforts will be made to continue 
the investigations further im the hope that 
a successful method of preserving avc- 
cados will resuit.

FOR BREEDING FARMS 


SY ROBERT T. VANS 
Completing a 6000-mile trip, occupying 
twenty days, a shipment of 100 single-comb 
White Leghorn cockerels recently arrived 
at the California White Leghorn Broeding 
Farms, owned by A. O. Eckman and J. T. 


Milligan. Cockerels were from 
Tom Barron, Catforth, Bag., and are now 
being mated with the best pens of selected 
laying hens on the place of the purchasers. 

According to Mr. Milligan, these cocker- 
els cost $2200, lsid down in Lankershim. 
All, he says, are pedigreed, with records on 
their dam's sides of from 250 to 289 eggs in 
a year's production, while on the sires’ sides 
the production runs from 282 to 314 eggs 
per hen per year. The cockerels were 
hatched from eggs that weighed from two 
and one-fourth to two and one-half ounces 


each. 
The big San Fernando Valley poultry 
breeding establishment is going in strong 


for the English type of Leghorn, the man- 
agement holding to the belief that it better 
conforms to the egg-laying type that is so 
much in demand today. The experience of 
the owners with American standard-bred 
Leghorns has led them, they say, to re 
gard the exhibition Leghorns as “a rich 
man’s hobby and a poor man’s finish.” The 
exhibition type hen, they declare, has too 
many points that have no correlation with 
utility qualities. 

“The practice of some poultrymen of 
keeping a few standard-bred birds to 
win in the show room, and then ad- 
vertising heavy laying stock that wins tho 
biue ribbons in the exhibition class is an 
evil that too often ereeps into the poultry 
business,” says Mr. Milligan. “Any induce- 
ments that are made to the ve cus f 
tomer along this line should be carefully 
investigated,” he adds. The fancy breeder 
has overlooked the most important factor 
in the poultry business, the production of 
large numbers of quality eggs, the Lanker- 
shim man says, and he believes that until 
the standard for exhibition stock is revised 
to meet this requirement there can be no 
real incentive to enter the show froom ex- 
cept for the honor of winning a ribbon. This 
ribbon, he points out, will mean nothing 
from a production standpoint until 
tion qualities are incorporated in the stand- 
ard.

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THE DEHYDRATION OF AVOCADOS— 
POSSIBILITIES AND LIMITATIONS 


increasing production of avocados 
in California necessitates a thorough 
consideration of all methods of profit- 
ably disposing cf the crop. California's 
great distance from her principal markets 
and the perishable nature of avocados will 
always restrict the marketing of the fresh 
fruit. The lack of familiarity of retailers 
and consumers with the proper maturins 
and vses of this fruit further restricts 
distribution. 

The marketing of the more cheaply 
grown yet excellent Mexican varieties and 
the utilization of second-grade or cull 
Guatemalan varieties, both of which are un- 
suitable for fresh shipment, add to the 
problems of:proftitable preduction. As with 
many other California fruits, the manufac 
ture of part of the crop into an imperish- 
able form would not only greatly increase 
the mbkrket fcr avocados throughout the 
year, but would tend to stabilize the sea- 
sonal fresh market. Printed directions on 
a container of preserved avocados would 
do much to acquaint the consumer with the 
merits of this peculiar fruit. 


The recent phenomenal success of dehy- 
dration in. California as a method of pre- 
serving fruits very naturally directed at- 
tention to the possibility of dehydrating 
avocados. Despite the optimism cf its 
most enthusiastic supporters, dehydration 
is not a universal method of food preser- 
vation and while successful with many 
products, is nct adapted to all. 

The commercial development of any 
product should not be attempted until the 
preblems of production an@ marketing have 
been thoroughly investigated. The possible 
success of avocado dehydration hinges on 
three main questions: 
Can avocados be economically de- 
hydrated to yield a product which will re- 
gain ite original color, favor and texture on 
re i in water?

In order to obtain information on these 
important questions, preliminary investiga- 
tions were instituted in the fruit products 
laboratory of the University of California 
in June, 1923. : 


THE EXPERIMENTS 


Ripe Dickenson avocados were peeled by 
hand, quartered and pitted. A preliminary 
test having shown the inadvisability of de 
hydrating halves or quarters, the fruit was 
eut into quarter-inch slices or. half-in 
cubes and spread on wooden silat trays at 
the rate of two” pounds per @quare fcot. 
Various treatments for the fretenticn of 
natural color, such as steaming, brine dip- 
ping and sulphuring, were tried, a short 
sulphuring giving perfect preservation of 


Dehydration tests at various temperatures 
showed the advisability of empicying dry 
air at a relatively high temperature, the 
resultant case hardening being advisable to 
prevent the leakage of oil. The minimum 
an@ maximum critical temperatures were 
found to be 160 degs. and 200 degs., re- 
spectively, the optimum being 180 degs. 
The time required for thorough dehydra- 
tion at this temperature in an air flow of 
500 lineal feet per minute varied from five 
to eight hours. Any good commercial de 
a is capable of producing these con- 

ons. 

The average gross shrinkage was 7.7:1, 
23 per cent of the fresh weight being lost 
in preparation. The actual drying ratio on 
the trays varied with the composition and 
ripeness of the fruit from 3:1 to 6:1 aver. 


product was packed for 
storage in partially vacuumised glass jars, 
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getting red-fagged lathes to mark the well 
sites and recording the position of the sites 
so located. Borings are made along this 
line: (1) At the top of the canal banks; 
(2) At the toe of the slope of canal banks; 
(3) Fifty feet out from the canal on either 
side; (4) One hundred feet out from” the 
canal on either side; (5) At intervals of 
1320 feet (one-fourth mile.) 

The wells are bored to a depth of 16 feet. 
The soil auger used is a two-inch-ship auger 
welded into a joint of one inch pipe. The 
joiats comprise a 4 feet section and four 
three-feet sections, giving auger lengths. of 
4, 7, 10, 13, and 16 feet. The sites of the 
borings can be readily located at any time 
by reference to the field notes and charts 
of the engineering party. The East and 
West lines are numbered consecutively and 
the locations of the wells along any line are 
stated as.distances from the initial point 
of the line. 

There are two men to a boring party. 
Field notes are carefully kept and, as the 
boring proceeds, a sketch of the sdfl col- 
umn in every well is drawn in the field 
book, conventional signs being used to rep- 
resent the different standard types of soil 
encountered. The depth of every change 
of soil is recorded, as well as the thickness 
of every stratum. In this respect, the sur- 
vey is based upon the same principle as 
the “peg method” of charting the strata of 
an oil field 


The chart of a series of borings, with soil 
columns arranged side by side at intervais 
scaled according to the respective distances 
of the well in the field, gives a very clear 
conception of the soil strata and throws 
light on problems of soil fertility and drain- 
age which cannot be comprehended by the 
study of surface features alone. It has been 
said concerning the depth of western soils 
that the western farmer really “tills sev- 
eral farms one on top of the other.” It is .- 
certainly true that under irrigation the 
“lower farms” have a mighty influence for 
good or evil upon the “surface farm” in 
which the seed is planted. This being the 
case, it behooves the farmer to understand 
these “lower farms.” The irrigation dis- 
trict has need of such information as bear- 
ing upon its problems of ‘water delivery 
and drainage. 

It might be expected that the men actu- 
ally engaged in boring the wells would soon 
be able to closely predict their findings, 
but this is not the case. The stratification 
of the Valley soils is so confusing, and the 
conditions along the canals are so varied 
that it is quite impossible to forecast the 
outcome of a boring. Wells bored beside 
a canal, not over four feet from where the 
water is flowing, have been found dry to 
the full sixteen feet depth, although a “mud- 
line” usually shows in a few hours along 
the line of seepage. Other holes, in heavy 
a + where seepage is normally very 
sigw,. have been quickly filled with sub 
surface water. While individual borings 
may have but slight significance, the com- 
plete survey, with field notes accuratély 
compiled, is of value in determining the 
most efficient procedure in extending exist 
ing canal and drainage systems and in pro- 
tecting the lands so served.

It is undoubtedly true that much of the 
poultry é@ntered at the ave age fall tair is 
in anyt®Xing but show condition. Often 
coming from farmer. breeders rather than 
the fancier, no attention whatever is given 
the birds in the way of preparation anid 
conditioning, the result being that a good 
bird without grooming loses to an inferior 
one that has been at least cleaned and made 
tractable to shéw-room conditions. Obvi- 
ously, this is all wrong. Every exhibitor 
owes it to his birds and his self-respect to 
put his exhibit in first«lass condition; 
or at any rate to have the birds reasonably 
clean. Dirty chickens usually denote a 
dirty environment. Exhibits of any live 
stock with the dirt of the barnyard and 
stable adhering in spots should never be 
‘tolerated in the show pens. The fall fairs 
are over, but the regular winter poultry 
shows, including that scheduled for Los An- 
celes from January & to 13, inclusive, are 
still ahead of us.

Why Vitamines? 

We hear and read much apout vitamines 
as an important element in the rations of 
domesticated fowl, but most of us do not 
appreciate, nor always know the reasons 
therefor. Col. F. W. Hardy, in the Feath- 
ered World, says: 

“It is now recognized that poultry can 
dispense with vitamine C, but A and B are 
both very important for poultry. Vita- 
mine A is present in animal fats such as 
butter, also in fresh green vegetables, and 
on it depends the development of the skele- 
ton and growth kenerally. Where birds are 


siderably. Vitamine A will stand a certain 
amount of heating. if not too long, so it 
will be seen that the boiling or simmering 
of foods for hours destroys this property. 
The lack of vitamine B will cause leg weak- 
ness in birds. It is provided in bran and the 
germs of* grains, green vegetables in a fair 
proportion, and tn dried yeast very consid- 
erably. The chick being hatched in the 
egg needs a considerable proportion of these 
vitamines, and if a hen is laying large num- 
bers of eggs she is getting rid of quantite: 
of vitamines from her body. Unless they 
are replaced t enable every egg to be 
fully furnished with them. the chicks will 
die in the shell. 
Hens of Double Capacity

The profit comes mostly from a little 
higher price for the products and ability to 
purchase feed and supplies at about whole- 
sale prices. Naturally the location will be 
the deciding factor as to the practicability 
of cooperative marketing. 

“The poultry business has been developed 
to large proportions in only a few sections 
of the country like Vineland, N. J. and Peta- 
tuma, Cal.. where conditions are favorable 
for this lime of farming and unfavorable for 
other lines. Changing conditions, new in- 
ventions and improved methods make radi- 
cal changes in the poultry business at least 
every ten years, so that it is necessary f" - 
a person to keep up with the times if he 
expects to succeed. This does not mean 


put it om the market in a litle more attrac- 
tive condition so it will bring a higher price, 
and to do this profitably requires that the 
farm should be in a suitable location.” 


importance of Green Feed 

The experimental work at the Southern 
California Farm Bureau Egg-Laying Con- 
test conducted at Pomona this last year, 
including work carried on separately from 
the centest pens, demonstrated conclusive- 
ly the necessity of green feed in the pouw!l. 
try ration, according to the management of 
the annual “laying marathon.” Two of the 
pens were fed in identically the same man- 
ner, with the exception that one re- 
ceived plenty of green feed daily while the 
other received no green feed. The pen re- 
ceiving green feed laid almost twice as 
many eges during the year as did the pen 
receiving no green feed. le: 

The cost of production of eggs in the pen 
receiving green feed was only 56 per cent 
of the cost of the eggs produced 'n the 
pen receiving no green feed. This proves 
conclusively, the contest management says, 
that it is possible to reduce the coat of «x 
production by giving laying hens plenty of 
succulent greens. 

There were forty birds used in each of 
the experimental pews. it was interesting 
to note that in the pen receiving green feed 
daily only one hen died during the experi. 
mental period while sixteen birds died in 
the pen receiving no green feed. The per-* 
centage of mortality in the pen receivinre 
green feed was 2.5 per cent, while the mor. 
tality in the pen receiving no green feed 
was 40 per cent, on the basis of the above 
figures. 4 

During the spring months additional ex 
periments were carried on to determine the 
hatchability of the eggs produced in the 
different pens. The hens were mated and 
several settings of eggs were taken from 
each of the pens. While the result« showed 
that the percentage of fertility was «ap 
proximately the same in both pens, the 
green feed pem being 90.4 per cent and the 
pen receiving no green feed 90 per cen’, 
there was a very large diflerence in the 
percentage of eges hatched. A total of 
69.1 per cent of the fertile eggs was 
hatched from the green feed, while only 
24 per cent of the eggs from the pen re-

The pilot fish is a little fish well “known 
to sailors from its peculiar habit of keeping 
company with ships and large fishes, es 
pecially sharks. It occurs in all tropical 
and subtropical seas, and is common in the 
Mediterranean, but becomes scarcer in 
higher latitudes. Im summer pilot fish will 
accompany ships as far north as the south 
coast of England into port. The ancient 
seamen of the Mediterranean regarded i 
as a sacred fish. They described it as a 
fish which pointed out the way to dubious 
or embarrassed sailors, and by its sudden 
disappearance indicated to them the vi- 
cinity of land. 


The pilot fish accompanies both ships 
and sharks because of the supply of food 
which it derives from them. It therefore 
stands to both in the relation of a so-called 
“commensal,” like the sucker fish, and, like 
the sucker-fish, is never attacked by the 
shark. «The coloration of the pilof fish ren- 
ders it conspicuous at a distance. On % 
biuish ground-color from five to seven dark 
blue or violet crossbands traverse the body.

THE LINCOLNS’ PRIVATE 
| LIFE IN WHITE HOUSE 

O FAMILY ever settled more natur- 

ally into the White House than the 

Lincolns. In no way did their state- 

ly surroundings, the new demands 

upon them, change their ways or their atti 

tude toward people and life. Mrs. Lincoln, 

backed by her consciousness of belonging 

to a “first” family—a Kentucihy family at 

that!—asserted herself from the start as 
“the first lady of the land.” 


The Lincolns brought three sons to 
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but one very different from what it was , was of the most informal and all-inclusive 
then. character. 


Walt Whitman Tells of 
Lincoln's Habits 
HE Soldiers’ Home its now a part of 
Washington City, but so small was the 
capital in those days that it is described as 
“a few miles out.” It was Mr. Lincoln's 
habit to drive from the “Home” early in the

ATURDAY afternoons throughout the 
season were given to public receptions

| Nothing that has come down to us of the 
/regular Saturday receptions is quite 80 
pleasant as the number of stories—some of 
them of recent years—of the passing of 
stray children through the reception rooms.

They took the Executive Mansion in the 
most matter of fact fashion, as curious, as 
interested and as omnipresent as they had 
been in Springfield. 


As for Mr. Lincoln, no human being 
could have been less disturbed by the new 
setting in which he found himself, less con- 
fused by its requirements, or ‘ess im- 
pressed by its formalities. He went about 
his way as President in the same simple, 
natural, considerate fashion that had char- 
acterized him in [linois. 


In addition to this immediate circle at the 
White House there were Mr. Lincoln's sec- 
retaries, John Nicolay and John Hay, a tu- 
tor or tutors for the boys, and nearly al- 
ways one or more of Mrs. Lincoln’s sisters 
or cousins or some old and important 
friend from [llinois. 

The public situation was such that Mr.

ment. I saw him this mortiing about 8:30

“He always nas a company of twenty- 
five or thirty cavairy, with sabers drawn 
and held upright over their shoulders. They 
say this guard was against his personal 
wish, but he let his counsellors have their 
way. The party makes no great show in 
uniform or horses. Mr. Lincoln on the sad- 
dle generally rides a good-sized, easy-going 
gray horse, is dressed in plain black, some- 
what rusty and dusty, wears a black stiff 
hat, and looks about as ordinary in attire, 
etc., as the commonest man.” 

The coming of the war so soon after the 
inauguration made it impossible for the 
Lincolns ever to carry on any formal social 
life in Washington. Attempts at it were

Lincolns’ Were Frugal in 
White House Life 


Lincolns lived simply, rather frugal- 
ly, I take it, in the White House. It 
was of course not a time that called for 
much expenditure in entertainment: And, 
moreover, the table of the Lincolns, which 
was their chief expense, was simple in the 
extreme. Mr. Lincoln himself was one of 
the most abstemious of men. An egg and 
a cup of coffee in the morning, bread and a 
glass of milk at noon, one or two coursés 
at night. | 
When Mrs. Lincoln was away he 
if ever went to the dining-room, but 
“browsed around,” as he said, or let them 
bring to his office “something on a tray.” 
This gave a chance to save, which pleased 
Mary Lincoln, who was a thrifty woman, 
outside of certain occasional outbursts of 
extravagance in matters of clothes, probably 
much exaggerated. It was the first time in 
their lives, of course, that they had ever 
had coming in every month a good fat 
check. 


Mr. Lincoln’s salary as President was 
$26,000, paid monthly in Treasury war- 
rants. On April 5, 1861, he received the 
first installment of his salary, $2083.33. 
This continued to be the monthly amount 


(this applied to all officers of the govern- 
ment as well as to civilians) cut it down to 
$1981.87.: It must have seemed a great 
deal of money to them, and Mrs. Lincoln 
was probably keener on saving than her

INCOLN’S extraordinary capacity for 
enjoying simple things relieved the 
sorrow and confusion and anxiety in which 
his private life went on. It took a very lit- 
tle thing to set him laughing, and his 
laugh, so all of those who knew him intt- 
mately declared, was-a joyous thing to hear 


|~hearty, natural from,the very depths of 


him—*“the President's life preserver,” his 
friend Isaac Arnold called it. He was able 
to get fun out of the least thing. 

That he went much to the theater is of 
course well known. Leonard Grover, a the- 
ater manager in Washington in the ‘60's, 
says Mr. Lincoln visited*his theater more 
than a hundred times in the four years of 
his administration. He generally came 
alone, although ‘occasionally he brought 
Tad, or on special occasions Mrs; Lmcoln. 
Mr. Grover says that it was clear that Mr. 
Lincoln wanted to be alone. He wanted to 
be entertained and amused. He was 
exacting at all in his plays, though he d 
enjoy Shakespeare particularly. Once he 
said to Grover. “Do you know, I really en- 
joy a minstrel show. 

There was nothing, however, that gave 
Mr. Lincoln so much veal pleastre in those 
days as his boys, Willie and Tad. Willie, 
the older, was a serious, refiective child, 
the workings of whose mind seemed to 
have interested Mr. Lincoln particularly. 
He was heard to say more than once, “He 
is like me—I thought and talked as he 
does.”

Death had so often blasted his 
hopes, his grief at its coming had always 
approached the inconsolable, and he seems 
now to have been almost prostrated by his 
sorrow.

He speaks of him as “the trickay 
little sprite who gave to the sad and 
solemn White House of the great war the 
only comic relief it knew.” 


A study of Mr. Lincoln's public life in the 
White House throws into high relief cer- 
tain of his greatest qualities; his sim- 
plicity, his helpfulsiess, his unconscious- 
uiess of himself and his surroundings. He 
seems nevef to have been so burdened 
there that he wes unconscious of others 
and their needs. His intimates noticed 
that he was the one who, whatever the 
cares of the moment, always returned the 
salutes of the guards in and about the 
place. 

It was he who if there was some disturb- 
ance—a woman's sob, the cries of a child— 
in the motley mass of humanity that 
crowded the halls of the place, seeking an 
audience of him, who would come out to 
iravire and who insisted again and again 
on doing something. 


Lincoln’s unconsciousness of position and 
‘surroundings, of everything except the 
great business in hand, was often irritating 
to people, conscious above everything else 
of the proprieties. Charlies Francis Adams 
was disturbed by Lincotn's wool socks and 
pungent humor. Others had suffered the 


game annoyance. 


Men trained in formalism could not un- 
derstand his indifference to e or, nor 
could they understand his modesty’ To as- 
sume, to dominate, whether you know the 
thing or not, is part of the business of the 
man in position, as many hold—not Lincoln. 
He was quite unwilling to pass for any- 
thing he was not. Certain gentlemen call- 
ing on him one day and greatly impressed 
with the G@arnestness with which he talked, 
repeated to one another a Latin quotation, 
“which I suppose you are both aware,” Mr. 
Lincoln said, nodding at them smilingly, “! 
do not understand.” 

All this simplicity, this un 
this friendliness, carried with it a curious 
sense of power. A man must be very great 
indéed inside, wise men refiected, to be 80 
careless of exterior.

The So- 
cial Democrats have among them a large 
number of the Labor Co-operatives. The 
Agrarians own the most property and do 
the most business. 
The consumers’ co-operative societies 
heave a membership of 127,000 and they are 
doing a business of over 1,000,000,000 
kronen. There are also German co-opera- 
tive societies and Polish co-operative socie- 
ties. There are co-operatives allied with 
the Socialist party and societies of smal! 
manufacturers and traders, all forming a 
perfect maze of co-operative movement. 
Altogether Czecho-Slovakia has over 190.- 
000 co-operative undertakings with over 
2,000,000 members, who with their- families 
embrace more than half the population. 
These societies now propose to combine 
with the other co-operative societies of the 
Balkans and the whole may form a buying 
and selling organization of considerable 
weight.

There is a small island, twenty miles 
northwest of Cape Horn, Wollaston Island, 
on which is located what is known as 
“False Cape Horn,” owing to the fact that 
it much resembles the true Cape Horn, and 
has frequently misled mariners who might 
have been a little out of their reckoning. To 
be “a little out im your reckoning” in a 
place like Cape Horn has often resulted in 
fatal disasters to fine ships. 

An accident at Cape Horn usually re- 
sults in the loss of all hands, because those 
gigantic rocks rise up from the bed of the 
ocean in the form of sheer precipices. A 
ship striking has no chayce. 


Terrifying Names at Cape Horn 


is sigantic cape at the en- 
trance to La Marie Straits, known as 
Cape St. Anthony, probably on account of 
the temptation which a navigator feels to 
enter the Strait and avoid going around 
Staten Island. Unless the Strait is entered 
under most favorable conditions, however, 
calamity often follows. 

The shores of Staten Island are steep 
and rugged, with promontories of rock 
reaching up into the sky, in some places 
as high as 3000 feet. The shore line is one 
mass of jagged rocks, like enormous teeth 
eroded by the ocean as if for the purpose 
of crushing the lives of fragile mortals who 
dare these regions. 

During the winter, snow covers the rocky 
mountains of Staten Island right down to 
the very water's edge, and the prospect 
when sailing along this island is one of the 
dreariest possible to imagine.

Snow as We Near Cape, 


N THIS westward passage a series of 

westerly gales struck us. At the end 
of three weeks we were farther away from 
the Horn than we had been the first time 
we attempted to approach it. 

On reaching latitude 54 degrees 15 min- 
utes 30 seconds south; longitude 71° de 
grees 30 minutes 15 seconds west, we en- 
countered a very strong gale, with frequent 
snow squalls from the south, necessitating 
a checking in of the port braces and a flat- 
tening down of jib sheets. —_ 

A gray cloud like a cap hung over Cape 
Horn itself and obscu from view, the 
mist and spray from the beating seas ap 
pearing to envelop it in a sort of shroud. 
Cape Horn was now less than a mile dis- 
tant. 

There was a low ledge of rocks less than 


1000 feet away over which we could hear 


huge breakers roaring, and see their spray 
leaping 100 feet into the air. 

It was apparent from the leeway we 
were making that we would not be able to 
clear the Cape. As ‘a last desperate effort, 
we set the mainsail and the fore and main 
topgallant sails. This gave us more speed, 
but it was evident to all hands that the 
masts and rigcing were under a strain al- 
most impossible for them to bear. 

We had reduced our distance from the 
Cape less than 500 feet when suddenly 
there was a crack like thunder. 

The fore topgallant mast had snapped! 
Instantly the order rang out: 

“Set the foresail!” 

The crew responded to @& man. . 
Without a second’s delay the foretack 
was bowsed down and the foresheet hauled 


aft. 

The rocks which had menaced our side 
were now lees than a hundred feet from 
us and as the sea broke with a roar, the 
“back send” fell in tons upon our deck. 

We could feel in our faces the whirl of 


rock. 

No word was spoken by anyone, nor 
could any word be heard in that frightful 
roar of breakers that pounded with the 
sound of Niagara, literally deafening our 
ears. There stood nothing between us and 
death but the few frail feet of canvas hold- 
ing the wind like sheets of iron. If any- 
thing gave way at this crucial moment our 
ship would have been another num 
among the “missing.” 


An Eternity of Minutes 

{* WAS probably not more than five min- 
utes all told during which the ship man- 

aged to clear the Cape by less than one 

hundred feet, but it seemed to us like an 

eternity. 

As we realized that we were actually 
around and out of danger, a shout went up 
from every throat. Duffy, the Irishman, 
threw his arms around the nearest sailor 
and shouted: “Ratsy’s topsails did it,” 
meaning that it was the holding of those 
particular sails that had actually saved the 
ship. And so it was. 

After clearing the Cape, we passed De- 
ceit Rocks by a fair margin and, still 
“close-hauled,” managed to hold our own 
until the dawn of the next day. 

The wind now veered around to the 
southward about three points, and as it 
moderated slightly we were able to go 
along with a “ramp full.” 

When once well out into the Atlantic, our 
ship eased off a point or two and we be- 
gan clearing away the wreckage of the fore 
topgaliant and royal masts. As we were 
bound to the River Platte, we decided fot 
to attempt to rig a jury mast until we had 
come to anchor in the harbor of Monte 
video.

As to conditions, the only difference is in 
the wages, the women receiving consider- 
ably less than the men. There is a nomi- 
nal eight-hour day for farm labor, but this 
is arranged so that it means so many thou- 
sand hours a year the farmers and 
their men can divide it in such periods as 
they please. The regular farm hand can be 
made to Work 2840 hours in the year, 80 
that he is bound to put in his eight hours 
every day and then some, so as to make 
up for the periods of cold and rain. 

The women are now receiving 8 cents an 
hour, and I venture some of them make as 

much as 30 or 40 cents in one day. 

For the young girls it fg all right, but 
it must be hard for the women of 60 as the 
day nears its close. I see such women at 
labor when the sun rises and again at 8 in 
the evening when it is just going dowa. 
They work hard and seem to enjoy it.

Some of them can be accom- 
plished in the medium's home so perfectly 
that trained observers, on the alert for 
trickery, are unable to tell just when, 
where or how .trickery entered into the 
“near miracle.”

However, the flap ‘slate method, while 
the most simple, is one that is most likely 
to lead to discovery, because a suspicious 
subject may demand an examination of the 
slates before and after. Other methods 
make possible this examination. They re- 
quire, however, more skill and preparation. 

One method is used by the medium in 


Two ordimary slates are examined and 
washed by the seeker after knowledge. He 
and the medium sit at a table, facing each 
other. He. ties them together himself. He 
placed them on the table and awaits devel- 
opments. 

In the course of time he opens tlie slates 
and finds the desired message on one of 
them. Wonderfal, isn’t it? 

It would not seem so wonderful if you 
could sit at the back of the medium and 
watch everything that he does. “All that he 
needs to do is to divert the subject's atten- 
tion for a moment—at the right time.

Wellington) I was fortunate enough 
to find one that suited my inclina- 
tions to a “T.” Having made the 
necessary arrangements, I shipped as First 
Officer on a clipper ship bound for Cape 
Town, South Africa, calling at the River 
Platte.
